LONDON (AP) — Dame Ed­ 
ith Sitwell, one of Britain’s lead­ 
ing poets and also one of its 
most noted eccentrics, died of a 
heart attack in a london hospi­ 
tal Wednesday night. She was 
77. 
Dame Edith was admitted to 
the hospital earlier in the day, 
gravely ill. A spinster, she is 
survived by two brothers, Sir 
Osbert and Sacheverell Sitwell. 
Both are writers also. 
The 
three 
Sitwells, 
after 
W orld War I, were leaders of 
the avant garde movement in 
literature, art and music. Dame 
' Edith published her first book of 
j poetry in 1915: her last volume 
of collected poems appeared in 
1957. 
Her greatest public success 
was “ Facade,” a set of non- i 
sense poems that William Wal­ 
ton set to music. Their perform- j 
alice in 1923 caused a furor in 
London, and a recording in later : 
years was a hit on both sides of 
the Atlantic*. 
Dame Edith’s sharp wit, pen­ 
chant for controversy and unu­ 
sual dress made hoi one of Brit­ 
ain’s 
best-known 
characters. 
After World War II, she was a 
success in the United States as 
a reader of her own poetry, and 
of Shakespeare.

WASHINGTON 'AP ) — The

asked the new Soviet leaders to

The request was made to So­ 
viet Foreign Minister Androl A. 
Gromyko by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk in the course of a 
series of conferences Gromyko 
held here with Rusk and Presi­ 
dent Johnson. Rusk also asked 
the 
Russians 
Wednesday 
to 
work 
for peace 
in 
Southeast 
Asia. 
Gromyko 
conferred 
with 
Johnson at the White House for 
about 90 minutes. In a show of 
cordiality, the President escort­ 
ed him to the door when the talk 
ended. 
Budget Cut Welcomed 
Gromyko 
said 
disarm am ent 
and several other subjects were 
discussed in his meeting with 
the President 
and 
added: 
“ I 
think that the exchange of views 
was useful and the atmosphere 
in the course of the conversation 
was friendly.” 
He did not specify the other 
topics taken up with Johnson. 
But he did say that the Presi­ 
dent welcomed the $555 million 
defense budget cut which was 
announced Wednesday by Soviet 
Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin. 
Asked whether Johnson and 
he talked about the possibility of 
an East-West sum m m it confer­ 
ence, Gromyko brushed aside 
the question. 
Johnson was understood, how­ 
ever, to have developed the line 
that he Is deeply interested in 
easing tensions and improving 
East-West relations, particular­ 
ly in the field of new disarm a­ 
ment agreements. He has made 
clear in the past that if there 
were 
constructive 
results 
in 
view he would be willing t » go 
anywhere and meet with an, one 
for the purpose. 
Exchange Is Lively 
Gromyko said he brought to 
Johnson a message of best wish­ 
es from the Soviet leaders — the 
men who replaced Prem ier Nik­ 
ita Khrushchev in mid-October. 
An earlier meeting between 
Rusk and Gromyko over luncn- 
eon 
at 
the 
Soviet 
Embassy 
produced 
what 
U.S. 
officials 
called a lively exchange on tho 
war in South Viet Nam. It was 
on that occasion that Rusk told 
Gromyko 
the

hoped the Soviet Union would 
use its influence lo work for 
peace in Southeast Ada. 
Gromyko, according to U.S. 
informants, told Rusk tho Soviet 
Union thought the United States 
should withdraw its troops from 
South Viet Nam. Rusk replied 
that the troops were in South 
Viet Nam to assist tho govern­ 
ment and people there in the 
defense against aggression from 
North Viet Nam and that the

Nuclear Plan Opposed

asked Rusk whether he had any 
new information to provide on

Foes of the unions call the union shop compulsory mem­ 
bership in a union. 
Unions prefer a closed shop, requiring union mem­ 
bership as a condition of employm ent, but have settled 
for the union shop, in which employes m ust join the 
union after a period of from 30 to 90 days. W ith two- 
fifth s of the states under right-to-work laws in which 
union membership can’t be a condition of employment, 
the United Auto Workers and other big labor unions 
with national memberships regard this section of the 
Taft-H artley Act as a threat to their future.
